> few years ago sonic experiments 


Tvero made in citrus culture at the 
noi them end of Sonoma county, a hun- 
dred miles or so north of the bay of 
San Francisco. In a short time it was 
found that citrus growing was no lon- 
iter an experiment. There was every- 
thing lu climate and soil to make that 
Industry a success. The planting of 
.groves was extended •« all directions. 
An Italian colony engaged largely in 
fruit culture near Cloverdale.

The New ami ohl KegtBter. 


The plan for making a new register 


appears to find general favor. 
There 


Is no real danger that any names -will 
he left out of the new register that 
i usht to be there. It Is well known 
that the old one is now dotted all over 
with names of persons who are not 
ilghtfully voters now. Many ere dead, 
i thers have moved away, other names 
never ought to have been registered. 
There is ample time to make a record 
<.f every lawful voter In the county. 
There are something like 22,000 names 
I hat would be recorded. 
The most 


satisfactory purging would be oy way 
i if reconstruction from top to bottom. 
Th* County Clerk declares that there 
are several thousand names on the old 
register that do not represent lawful 
voters, and that the register is "a 
^ hanie and disgrace to the county." 
Accepting these statements, they fur- 
nish the very best reasons for the new 
work. 


The objections to a new register are 


made on the theory that a great many 
names by this process will fall to be 
lecorded. That is equivalent to say- 
ing that the work will not be thorough- 
ly and honestly done. Now the County 


< 'lerk has undertaken to see that every 
voter sh.il! have his name in the new 
legister without any expense to him- 
self. The public is willing to take him 
at his word It assumes that the names 
of persons not entitled to vote will not 
lie found there.

In answer to other questions Dr. Dunn 
said: "I found conditions on the thumb 
and left lower limb which also indicated 
degeneration of tho spine. There was a 
diminution of the field of vision end the 
hearing was Impaired. The fact of thi» 
man having lost 18 pounds since the acci- 
dent took place would also Indicate in- 
Jury to the cord in <iucstlon. The sig- 
nificance of headaches a.nd unpleasant ef- 
fects from the drinking of beer, after 
when it produced only pleasant effects 
'before the accident, is that there was In- 
jury sustained in the spinal cord. Tho

Jailers. 


Some of the Guises In Which th» 


Drug; Appears on the 


Scene. 


Deputy Sheriff. Al White has had an 


experience with opium smugglers who 
attempt to pet the driijr Into the JKll 
to the suffering frlonrls In "Vag" alley, 
who long for a chance to dally with 
the deadly hypodermic "gun," or to 
Inhale tho fumes of the noisome sub- 
stance through some crude device. 


The smugglers resort to nil sorts of 


tricks. The latest 'that has attracted 
the vigilant sj'e of the watchful jail- 
ors came to ligrht when an apparently 
innocent loaf of bread was brought in- 
to requisition as a place of conceal- 
ment for a few ounces of the precious 
drug-. A common trick Is to hollow 
out tho loaf and illl the cavity with 
opium, vials of morphine and the like. 
Today there was confiscated two of 
these loaded loaves.

A Norincnt Clirus Fair. 


A few years ago some experiments 


ivere made In citrus culture at the 
noithern end of Sonoma county, a hun- 
dred miles or so north of the bay ot 
San Francisco. In a short time It wab 
found that citrus growing was no lon- 
ger an experiment. There was every- 
thing In climate and soil to make that 
Industry a success. The planting of 
.groves was extended !*: all directions 
An Italian colony engaged largely in 
fruit culture near Cloverdale. 


One result Is that one of the most 


interesting citrus fairs ever held In the 
State t« now being held In that town. 
The orange and the lemon come to per- 
fection.

The plan for making a new register 


appears to find general favor. There 
is no real danger that any names will 
be left out of the new register that 
ought to be there. It Is, well known 
that the old one is now dotted all over 
with names of persons who are not 
rightfully voters now. Many are dead, 
others have moved away, other names 
never ought to have been registered.' 
There is ample time to make a record 
of every lawful voter in the county. 
There are something like 22,000 names 
that would be recorded. 
The most 


satisfactory purging would be by way 
of icconstruction from top to bottom. 
The County Clerk declares that there 
arc several thousand names on the old 
register that do not represent lawful 
voters, and that the register Is "a 
shame and disgrac" to the county." 
Accepting .these statements, they fur- 
nish the very best reasons for the new 
work. 


The objections to a new register are 


made on the theory that a great many 
names by this process will fail to be 
recorded. That Is equivalent to say- 
ing that the work will not be thorough- 
ly and honestly done. Now the County 
Clerk has undertaken to see that every 
voter shall have his name in the new 
register without any expense to him- 
self. The public is willing to take him 
at his word It assumes that the names 
of persons not entitled to vote will not 
be found there. A clean register is to 
take the place of one which is not 
clean. That plan Is better than any 
attempt to purge the old one.
